Miss Rita Reen, originator of the idea 
for a central building for art and in- 
dustry in Washington, arrived in New 
York yesterday for the purpose of form- 
ing an Advisory Council in pursuance 
of the’ provisions of a resolution adopted 
by the Senate ast week. The resolu- 
tion creates a committee to consider the 
proposition and to report on it as soon 
as possible. It carries no appropriation, 
but Miss Reen is confident that the 
committee will make a favorable report 
and that a liberal appropriation be. made 
by Congfess. 

The ambitious scheme for a national 
central building for arts and industries 
will call for a group of buildings that 
will cost between $30,000,000. and $50,- 
“000,000, sald Miss Reen, who has incor- 
porated her idea under the name of the 
American Arts and Industries Associa- 
tion. 

The buildings planned by Miss Reen 
are to be the national centre and perma- 


nent exhibition place for all the ap-.| , 


plied arts. In this centre it is planned 
to hold exhibitions of the new articles 
and materials originated and perfected 
by the artists and, experts of the world. 

In the national centre an opportunity 
will be given to the chemists, art metal 
workers, designers, inventors, color ex- 
perts, sculptors, tapestry artists, silver- 
ware designers and persons in. all 
branches of industrial arts, to bring 
their work before the merchants and 
manufacturers of the world after they 
have been passed on by experts and le- 
gally protected. 

The membership of the association will 
consist of manufacturers and merchants 
of the various countries. Opportunities 
will be provided for inventors and art- 
ists to get their work before buyers, and 
effarts will be made to raise the stand- 
ards of industrial art in the United 
States. 

In conjunction with the permanent ex- 
hibition there will be an exhibition of 
raw materials from foreign markets, 
chiefly China, Japan, South America 
and Central reper 

According to plan érawn - by archi- 
tects the main building will be 900 feet 
long, the depth in the centre to be 400 
feet. The wings to be used as galleries 
will be 250 feet by 150. Temporary 
headquarters in New York will be at ~

LOUIS PASTEUR 


A hundred years ago last Wednesday 
there was born in France one whose 
contributions to medical science marked 
an epoch in the world’s progress. The - 
work of Louis Pastiur made the world 
a safer, pleasanter, easier place in which 
to live; the example of his life made the 
world more ideal even for those denied 
his faith and humility. The more 
deeply he penetrated the mystery of 
disease, the more comprehensively he 
understood organic evil, the profounder 
became his belief in God. 

He laid the foundations for some of 
the most important edifices which the 
science of medicine has erected and 
which are today the glory of the pro- 
fession and the admiration of all man- 
kind, His first great contribution was 
in crystallography, and trifling though 
it seemed at the time, it proved to be 
the spring from which flowed the 
stream that fertilized ‘his country. While 
Btill a youth he solved the problem of 
thé different rotatory effects on life by 
tartrate crystals of the same chemical 
composition, This revealed to him the. 
fact that tartrates develop in organic 
matter when it ferments, and this led 
to his studies of fermentation, which, 
first, revolutionized the wine industry of 
his country and, second; opened the 
way to the science of bacteriology, 
which is fast making the whole world 
diseaseless. ‘ 

PASTevE:. showed his countrymen how 
to develop wholesome ferments and how 
to prevent’ destructive ferments in their 
wine. He demonstrated that it might be 
heated without injury and that such 
heating destroyed bacteria which, per- 
mitted to grow in the wine, spoiled it. 
The procedure now universally known 
as pasteurization was afterward applied 
to countless other articles of consump- 
tion, thus preventing disease and in- 
creasing man’s years. - 

. His contribution to knowledge of the 
causation of putrid and contagious 
diseases received corroboration and sup- 
port from the. work of Josern LisTm, 
who at that time was working out the 
principles of the antiseptic method in 
surgery. No more touching tribute was 


than Listar made to Pasteur in 1874 
when he wrote? “I take this oppor- 
“tunity to tender my, most cordial 
“ thanks for having by your brilliant re- 
“ searches demonstrated to me the truth 
“of the germ theory of putrefaction.”

(great man of the German Army, the suc- 
cessor of Morrxn, destined leader of 
that war on two fronts which MOLTKE 
and WaLpeRsem and CaPpRivi expected 
every year in the later °80s and 
the earlier ‘90s. WALDERSEE became 
MOLTKE’s assistant on the General Staff, 
when he needed somebody to share the 
work, because CAPRIVI, BISsMARCK’s 
choice for the post, was regarded as ‘too 
independent to get along with the'.old 
man. The assistant. naturally got the 
job when MOLTKE retired in 1888. 

‘WALDERSEE: at that moment was the 
most powerful military man in Europe. 
He was also strong at court. Like other 
wise men in the Germany of the ’80s, 
he had turned from the setting to the 
rising sun, and.made a friend of the 
young Prince who was to become Wu- 
mAM II. It was at WALDERSEE’s house 
that WILLIAM became entangled in some 
political - religious enterprises which 
brought him hig first reproof from Bis- 
MARCK;. and .it was: WALDERSEE who 
craftily told*the young Emperor that 
FREDERICK. the Great would never have 
had a chance to be great if he had had a 
Bismarck in his service. When Bis- 
MARCK fell it might have seemed that 
WaALDERSEL’s high position was secure. 
Yet only a few months later WALDERSEE 
was suddenly demoted to command of the 
Altona army corps, and SCHLIEFFEN 
ruled the General Staff in his stead. 
Light on 5 aoe catastrophe comes 
from WALg 8 memoirs, left in man- 
uscript to his nephew and now published 
eighteen years after his death. 

It ‘happened at the Kaiser manoeuvres 
of 1890, where: the Supreme War Lord 
appeared aa‘dormmander of an army and 
WALDERSEE. was. chief umpire. The first

Time has made us familiar with the 
picture. The Kaiser wanted to be the 
whole battle. Well, after a couple of 
days of this, Wi1JAM announced that 
he would command the Sixth Corps in 
the sham battle of the following day. It 
Aappened that WALDERSEE had so fixed 
the conditions for that battle that the 
Sixth Corps would» probably lose. “ The 
Kaiser did not suspect this”—and WaAl- 
DERSEE didn’t tell: him. Everybody else 
knew what was/afoot; “ characteristic- 
ally,” says. WALDERSEER, “ there was gen- 
“eral satisfaction among the princely 
“ personages who happened to be present, 
“and their retinues.| From many quar- 
“ters I was thanked for letting’ his 
“Majesty get what was coming to him. 
““ ¥ replied that I did it out of a sense 
“of duty.” . No.doubt he did, but in do- 
ing it he cut his own throat. 

For the Kaiser’s generalship wag so 
bad that what little chance the Sixth 
Corps might have had was lost. At the 
close of the day, when the Kaiser's force 
had been constructively annihilated, it 
was WALDERSEE’S painful duty to com- 
ment.on and criticise the handling of the 
troops, in -the presence of staff officers 
and visiting princes, who kept a sharp 
eye on the Kaiser. Wim was first 
surptised, then very sober; when Watl- 
DERSER had finished, the Kaiser professed 
himself in entire agreement with. the 
criticisms, but then’ tried to exculpate 
“himself, and was unfortunately rather

A dispatch to The Herald tells us that 
even if the Turks recover Gorstantinople 
they are likely to keep the capital back 
in the hills at Angora. Aside from the 
obvious reason—that Angora is out of 
gunshot of the British Navy—the dis- 
patch mentions another, The Turkish 
National Assembly is dominated by pious 
rural deputies;.:’The men from up the 
creek are in control; and they hate and 
fear Constantinople as “ a wicked, irre- 
ligious big city,” where the Turkish boy 
‘from the. farni learns to drink and 
gamble; and the Turkish girl from the 
small town learns to go without the veil. 

Constantinople, of course, is a real 
city, and with: an ancient ill repute not 
altogether undeseryed, But the farmers 
who rule at Angora are not thinking of 
the scandals related. by Gmupon. ‘Here 
is-a city unprotected by any home rule 
charter. .

The manufacture of 
certain dyes in this country has ad- 
vaticed to the point where they are 
made in-quantities not only suffictent’ 
for domestic needs, but several million 
dollars’ worth of them~are exported. 
Less progress has been. made’ in the 
dyes which are more difficult of man- 
ufacture, such as are ‘known as vat 
dyes, This condition led to.a differen- 
tiation or classification which was put 
into the statute. .There aré two classés 
established, competitive and. non-com- 
petitive.

The yield, it is believed, will be 
in great measure dependent on the 
supply of calcium arsenate, the: poison 
which is used against the boll weevil.

Preceded by a foreword from the 
pen of Dr. Caleb F. Gates, President 
of Robert College, the leading Amer- 
jean educational institution in -the 
Near East, and an introduction by 
Professor Johnson; the director of 
the survey, the main part of the 
book consists of ten chapters, each 
by a different writer or investigator. 
To indicate the nature and scope of 
the inquiry the titles of these chap- 
ters should be mentioned. They 
are: Historical Setting, Civie Ad- 


tion, Some Phases of Industrial Life, 
Refugees, Orphanages, Recreation, 
Widowhood, Adult Delinquéncy, and 
the Native Schools.’ The survey, 
which was carried out by the Coun- 
cil of Fifteen, a group of American 
Philanthropic workers in Constan- 
tinople, was organized. in April, 
1920, the actual work beginning in 
October of the same year and com- 
ing to an end in the following May. 
The results are therefore recen* 
enough to be of service, in fact more 
so than the facts found in most 
books of reference. 

The first difficulty with which we 
rare faced -when we try to obtain an 
exact idea of Constantinople is the 
absence of any reliable statistics as 
to its population. "The number of

Both shores of the Bosporus and 
of the Marmora are famous 
suburbs of Consfantinopic. 

It is perfectly apparent from 
these figures that three nationali- 
ties essentially have made Con- 
stantinople what it is today: 
Greeks, Armenians and Turks. 
There is no other city in the world 
where so many Turks are at home. 
The same is true of both Greeks 
and Armenians. There are more 
Greeks itn Constantinople’ than 
there are in Athens, Smyrna, or 
Saloniki. There are more Arme- 
nians in Constantinople than there 
are in any other city.

Of this there could not 
be better evidence than the facts ad- 
duced by Professor Laurence 8.

Here 
we learn in what the backwardness 
of the city really consists. Con- 
stantinopie has hardly emerged from 











the pre-capitalist age, and in this 
connection the metropolis means 
Turkey. The street car lines have a 
mileage of only seventeen miles. Un- 
til the Young Turk revolution there 
was no telephone system. And so 
on right through the list of modern 
conveniences. Machinery has come 
into use very slowly, so that there 
are very few large industrial plants, 
while hand work is prevalent. It is 
against this general state of affairs 
which the new forces of national 
unity and progress in Turkey are 
struggling, and it is the demand for 
modern methods .that is creating 
such an excellent opportunity for 
Western enterprise. The Constanti- 
nople of the Pathfinder Survey must 
inevitably surrender before the ad- 
vance of modern industry. 

Just as there is ample scope for ef- 
fort to improve sanitary conditions, 
to introduce modern improvements 
in all directions, and to develop busi- 
ness on up-to-date lines, so, too, is

The Free State of Ireland 


By P. W. WILSON 


NE grim year after a treaty 

of peace was signed between 
Britain and Ireland, the Free 

State, therein guaranteed, 

has been launched. The formalities 
are all concluded. The English 
garrison has been ostentatiously 
withdrawn. Dublin Castle has been 
ceremoniously surrendered. The 
\'nion Jack is-furled and the Sinn 
Kein flag—green, white and yellow 
is flown. Across postage stamps, 
the face of King George is in- 
scribed -with mysterious Erse, and 
new stamps, all Erse, have ‘been in- 
sued, from. which the ‘royal coun- 
tenance is eliminated. If Erse is 
not generally spoken, it is at least 
recognized as the official language. 
with the use of English merely per- 
mitted. 


With his Chief Secretary in the 


Kritish Cabinet, the Lord Lieuten- 
ant, at $100,000 a year, has van- 
ished, and in his stead we have Tim 
Healy as Governor General, _in- 
stalled at half the salary in the 
Viceregal Lodge of Phoenix Park, 
that lovely region of dramatic mem- 
ory, where Cavendish and Burke 
met their fate. 

And even Healy was not. asked 
to kiss hands at Buckingham Pal- 
ace. From the Southern counties no 
member is elected any more to sit 
in the House of Commons, and in 
london, Paris, Rome, Washington 
ind other cities the Free State is 
to have without delay her diplomatic 
ind consular representatives. It ix 
1 new order which, it is hoped, will 
soun end the old disorder. Happy 
the land that has no history, for of 
history Ireland is still having her 
ri. 

‘Wf eager, quick-witted politicians, 
men and women, the country of 
Warnell, O'Connell and their com- 
tudes stil yields an abundance. 
With the British shown the dour, 
with the six counties of Ulster cut 
off, with the old Nationalist Party 
obliterated, with Griffith dead of 
mfluenza, Collins murdered, Child- 
ers and his colleagues executed, De 
Valera on the run and Barton in 
prison, the ship of state can still 
be manned. President Cosgrave and 
his Cabinet are able and resolute. 
They have behind them the solid 
hacking of the Church, the banks, 
the universities and commerce, while 
m the Dail Kireann they hold a clear 
majority of two to one.

{t is to the credit of the Free 
State that as a guarantee of minori- 
ties it has retained proportional rep- 
resentation. It is less to the credit 
ot Ulster that an act abolishing pro- 
portional representation, with its 
guarantee for minorities, should 
have been sought and obtained. In 
voting its own salaries, moreover, 
the Pail Eireann has shown mod- 
eration. An allowance of £30 a 
month, or $150, during the session, 
but no longer, cannot be regarded as 
excessive, even with a first-class 
pass to one’s home added, and the 
highest salary for a Minister is 

. £2,400, or $12,500—this-for an office 

that involves risKs as well as work. 

With. regard to those Ministers, .a 
word on the. technicalities of the 

husiness may be of interest. In no 

sense that Americans would recog- 
nize is Mr. Cosgrave *"‘ the Presi- 
dent °° of the Trish Free State. He 








is simply a member of the Dail, as 
Bonar Law is a member of the 
House of Commons, who is chosen to 
act-as Prime Minister in the Cab- 
inet. His status does not differ 
from the status of Mackenzie King 
at Ottawa save in this—that his ap- 
pointment is made, perhaps, rather 
more definitively by the Dail, which 
takes a direct vote oh it. But the 
sovereignty of the Irish Free State 
is not vested in President Cosgrave 
but. in the Crown, acting through 
Governor General Healy. - 

The difficulties to\be faced by the | Ki 
Irish Cabinet are indeed formidable. 
So persistent have been the troubles 
in the last year or two that no cen- 
sus could. be taken, but in 1911 th@ 
population of Ireland was 4,400,000, 
or less than half that of New York 
State. Yet in a world that now reck- 
ons by continents, this small popula- 





ously impaired and, if the civil war 
continues, will be irreparably ruined. 
If this happens, then the mischief of 
it will be that Ulster will then have 
financial as .well as religious reasons 
for remaining within the British 
connection, instead of sharing the 
debts and liabilities of her more im- 
mediate neighbor. 

For the treaty, signed one year 
ago, has not yet. brought’ ‘peace. 
Since it was signed, there has been 
civil war on a larger scale than ever 
before. Take one revealing fact. By 

ing George’s amnesty of December, 
1921. there Were released one thou- 
sand men. In Irish prisons today 
there are ten times that number. To 
fight the insurgents, the Free State 
is maintaining an army of 30,000 
men, at & cost of $35,000,000. An 
island where not one soldier is needed

Governor General Healy denounces 
the present disastrous insurgency 
and declares that “no American or 
Irish-American who sends money 
here to injure the Free State shoula 
close ‘his eyes to the nature of the 
campaign he is helping to keep up.”’

It is a decision that 
most friends of Ireland regret. The 
Belfast banks, like the Dublin banks, 
have branches throughout the island 
and represent a real financial soli- 
darity.

To protect Governor General Healy 
until March 31, there has been a 
vote of $50,000. The destruction of 
property —still continutng—leaves the 
Free State already responsible for 
reparations amounting to $200,000,- 
000, and, in the current year, $50,- 
000,000 will have to be found, while 
the total annual expenditure is 
$187,000,000. For the population of 
the United States this sum would be 
$8,500,000,000, or nearly three times 
what this country is expected to 
spend. Yet in the figure for Ire- 
Jand, nothing is included for the 
service of debtor for external de- 
fense. 

The revenue is estimated at $135,- 
000,000, and the deficit is thus more 
than $40,000,000, or $13 per head of 
population. Whatever criticisms are 
to be passed upon the statesmanship 
of John Redmond, the fact remains 
that he left Ireland not only solvent 
but prosperous. By the war she 
was greatly enriched, for on her 
farmers the income tax fell but light- 
ly and the excess profits tax not at 
all. ‘Within three years all this has 
been changed. _ She must now bor- 
row, either in the United’ States, in 
London of in her own market.

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But De Valera, like O’Connell, is 
still taking his religion, but not his 
politics, from Rome. His captured 
correspondence shows that he de- 
spairs of success, but his manifestos 
are defiant He assumes that any 
vote of the people in favor of the 
Free State is registered under Brit- 
ish compulsion and is, therefore, in- 
valid—that the republic is still in 
being and the Free State merely a 
rebellious phenomenon, without au- 
thority to receive taxes or any other 
form of obedience. Yet even De 
Valera was not always thus ada- 
mant. As an alternative to the treaty 
which Collins signed, he issued the 
famous Document Two, which 
Childers drafted. By that document 
Ireland was to acknowledge the sov- 
ereignty of King George and was 
to accept what was cértainly no more 
than Cuban independence. Between 
Cuban independence and Canadian 
independence is a fine distinction, 
yet it is for this distinction that the 
terrible struggle in Ireland is ptfo- 
ceeding. 

The distinction that thus spiits 
hairs is, of course, only a symbol. 
What really matters is the deep sen- 
timent that has been aroused.

It is hard to see why the profes- 
sional poets consider it a condescen- 
sion to~have their work appear in 
the newspapers. The “newspaper 


+ | poets consider it a rcal honor to fur- 


nish the only signed contribution to 
the editorial page of a great daily 
that circles the glohe; that is read 
in the sanctum of scholars as well 
as in the subway; and in the far-off 
palaces of Kings as well as in New 
York ex-brownstone-front houses 
done over into two-room-and-bath 
apartments. - 

And it is strange that they cannot 
see the real service that the news- 
papers render the cause of poesy by 
encouraging new poets. The very 
fact that a newspaper, even though 
it uses but one poem a day, prints 
365 poems during the year as 
against the average magazine’s 50 
or 60, gives new aspirants a better 
chance of success with the former 
than with the latter. The news- 
paper can more easily take gne out 
of 365 chances than can a magazine 
one in 50 chances on a new poet. 
And the newspaper, having less rig- 
idly fixed and reverentially wor- 
shipped standards, can afford to be 
more 


But the ‘ 

page is the first round of the ladder 
on which many of the best-known 
poets of today have climbed from 





obscurity to fame. Edwin Mark- 
ham's ** Man With the Hoe ”’ first 
appeared in a San Francisco paper, 
from which it spread like wildfire 
around the globe and brought him 
world-wide fame. Joyce Kilmer is 
another poet who first received rec- 
ognition from newspaper editors—to 
name only one more of the many 
who were baptized as poets in news- 
paper ink. 

After all, why should not a news- 
paper editor be as capable of picking 
poems as a magazine editor? Their 
training is much the same. Few 
great newspapers fili their editorial 
chairs with hod carriers, coal heav- 
ers or street-car conductors. They 
generally employ college-bred men, 
many of whom have nice taste in 
literature and art, and some of whom 
have not inconsiderable achievements 
of their own along those lines, So 
why should the professional poets 
be tpploftical and patronizing? 

Instead of that, should -they not 
rather encourage the newspapers to 
print more and more poems and to 
pay magazine prices for those they 
use? I cannot imagine a greater 
service to Poetry—I use the capital 
intentionally—than would be ren- 
dered by every newspaper in the 
country printing at least one poem 
daily for which it paid magazine 
rates. It would immensely widen 
the market for and interest in 
poetry, which has already been 
greatly stimulated by those papers 
that have “* featured *’ it. 

Although it is undeniably true that 
@ good many bad poems do see the 
light in newspaper print, are they 
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every one gems that appear in tae 
magazines? Mr. Le Gallienne finds 
much to amuse him in the news- 
paper offerings of 1921, but would 
his poet’s eye have detected nothing 
to criticise, nothing to amuse him, in 
the magazine poems that were writ- 
ten during the same length of time?

The French bankers and business 
men are too reticent about giving 
faets and figures. They are only 
beginning to learn the lesson, that 
we Americans seized long ago, of 
the value of publicity “In business, 
and their silence has often teft un- 
contradicted, err and false 
statements about their country. 
Nevertheless, our fellow countrymen 
now know that France has spent 
93,000,000,000. francs already on 
the restoration of her devastated area 
while waiting the long-delayed rep- 
arations payments. In fact, I was

Paul Claudel, Dreamer

UL CLAUDEL, since last 

year French Ambassador to 
Japan, and for years one of 

the most and most 
baffling of present-day 
writers, makes his bow to New York 
for the first time this Christmastide 
as a playwright. His medieval 
miracle play, ‘* The Tidings Brought 
his dramatic 


But Paul Claudel the individual 
became acquainted with New York 
many .years ago. Before he had be- 
come one of the best known of living 
dramatists he was French Vice Con- 
sul at New York—also at. Boston. 
What impression he made. upon 
Americans as an individual is not on 
record—he lived among them nearly 
thirty years ago. As to the impres- 
sion made by him as a playwright, it 
is safe to my that New Yorkers 
never saw anything quite like his 
play in the whole of the theatrical 
history of their city. 

For Claudel's work is in a class by 
itself. If you ask other Frenchmen 
about him you are sure to be told 
that Claudel is a “‘ discussed ’’ man. 

‘The most discussed writer in 
France,’ they will say—or ‘‘Admired 
by some, detested by: others, dis- 
cussed by all.’’ Claudel has certainly 
succeeded in getting himself talked 
about. Many who go to his plays or 
read his poems without understand- 
ing them in the least have an un- 
comfortable . feeling, nevertheless, 
that they must not scoff at- him, 
lest they find themselves deriding 
one of-the high literary elect. As 
for-his admirers, no praise is too ex- 
treme for them to lavish upon Paul 
Claudel. Some, in their enthusiasm, 
even rank him with the greatest of 
the great—with Shakespeare, Goethe, 
Dante and Aeschylus. 

Paul Claudel is devoutly religious. 
His ardent Catholicism, which con- 
stantly finds ¢éxpression in his 
works, is medieval in its intensity. 
It stands out in strange contrast to 
its surroundings in this age of icono- 
clasm. He is one of the leaders of 
the religious revival in his native 
France. It is quite natural that, 
with this strong religious bent, he 
has sought to imitate the ‘“‘ miracle 
plays’’ of the Middle Ages. Yet, 
blended with his medievalism, there 
is a strong tinge of ultra-modernity, 
and that is what makes his style so 
baffling. He is a child of the pres- 
ent persistently looking back at the 


Though he -is -as much talked 
about in his native land as any liv- 
ing French writer, Claudel’s years 
of literary activity have been large- 
ly spent far away from France. Em- 
ployed in the French consular and 
diplomatic service. ever since the 
early nineties, he has produced his 
strange blends of mysticism and 
modernity during whatever leisure 
hours he could find while discharg- 
ing the duties of Vice Consul, Con- 
sul, Secretary of Legation, Minister 
and Ambassador—sometimes in Eu- 
rope, sometimes in America or Asia. 

Here in New York there is a 
Frenchman who has known. Claudel 


personally and has followed his work 
ever since he first began to write. 
He has met Claudel at his remote 
posts of consular duty, where he 
used to vary the daily round of put- 
ting his “O. K."* on bills of lading 
and consular invoices by turning out 
dramas replete with mystical piety. 


Claudel and his work in these words: 
“His thoughts, as he expresses 
them in dramatic form, are ex- 
tremely difficult to understand. You 
must follow him with the closest at- 
tention—otherwise his ideas will fly 
away from you like butterflies. 

“He has none of the lucidity of 
expression for which French writers 
have always been famous. He uses 
the strangest kind of words. Some 
of these he digs up from goodness 
knows where; others he actually in- 
vents. He is a * neologist ’—a crea- 
tor of new words. He fashions words 
out of Latin and Greek roots, picks 
them out of all sorts of strange 
places, until, as you listen to him, 
you seem to be walking over a mo- 
saic pavement of exotic thought and 
expression. He is not quite so ex- 
ptreme as some writers of today—as 
the Cubists, for example, and the 
Dadaists—but he certainly has a 


‘eleventh and twelfth centuries, yet 
they are very different from these in 
expression. The old mystery plays 
‘were purposely made nebulous by the 
clergy—they did not want the people 
to reflect too much; they believed 
in fostering in their audiences the 
‘ credo quia absurdum ‘ spirit: Now, 
Claudel’s plays are constructed like 
those old mystery plays, but, just as 
he seems to have most steeped him- 
self in the spirit of medieval religion, 
the spirit of modernity steps in and 
drags him away from the~ Middle 
Ages into the twentieth century. 

“ A constant struggle is going on 
vifhin him between these two op- 
posing tendencies. Just when he be- 
comés most mystical and remote 
from this materialistic world, some 
prosaic mathematical formula, some 
‘x plus y’ which he learned while 
a student at the Paris Polytechnic 
School; bobs up to divert his 
thoughts. 

“A few other French authors 
started upon the same road, but they 
seemed to have become frightened. 
They have turned back. They have 
reverted to other styles, leaving Paul 
Claudel practically alone. One of 
these was Maurice Rostand, son of 
Edmond Rostand; another was the 
son of Jean Richepin. Both struck 
out in the Claudelian style, but soon 
had enough of it. 

** Paul Claudel is certainly nebu- 
lous. Perhaps this is because he is 
a child of his epoch—we live in a 
nebulous time. His lack of lucid- 
ity, of concise methods of expression, 
may be due to the day in which he 
lives. 

* Personally, Paul Claudel ts a 
charming man, an excellent comrade 
and companion, full of witty sallies 
—a man of the world.

There were 
some in France who smiled when 
he was-made Ambassador at Tokio;

maybe he will find the Japanese even 
subtler than himself.’ 

** Anyhow, be assured of one 
thing: Paul Claudel is one of the 
most discussed writers in France. 
You remember Descartes’s famous 
saying, ‘I think, therefore I am.’ 
Well, one may paraphrase it, with 
regard to Paul Claudel, into: ‘ He 
is discussed, therefore he is.’ "’ 

Claudel has written a number of 
striking poems, among them ‘‘Three 
Poems of the War,’’ concerning 
which a French critic wrote: 

‘In France and elgewhere these 
three poems have been greeted by 
different critics as the most “beauti- 
ful that the war has so far inspired; 
and as they have won over the 
critics they have also won the ap- 
plause of vast audiences. They have 
done more, perhaps, for the fame of 
Claudel than all the work he has 
accomplished in the course of a life 
that has already entered upon its 
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Paul Claudel. 


‘* And in this fact there is some- 
thing strange. Claudel is not a ‘ na- 
tional poet ' in the ordinary sense of 
the term. He is solitary, even in 
his'own country. j 

“* Whence came he? He is not 
like any other poet, the logical and 
incontestable heir of a clearly 
lineage; he does not belong to e 
French tradition of clearness, ¢lé- 
gance, measure, perfection, united 
in a form that is far removed from 
all excess and from all extremes. His 
originality is baffling and his form is 
strange. " 

** His vers libre may be linked per- 
haps with the rhythm of Rimbaud, 
Maurice de Guerin, Chateaubriand, 
and.with the beautiful tradition of 
French poetical prose; but based, as 
it is, on @ personal theory of res- 
piratory rhythm, stamped with the 
seal of an originality that is force- 
ful, conscious, meditated, it is his 
alone; it is.* Claudelian * verse. 

** Furthermore, Claudel is a re- 
ligious genius. The faith he holds 


is not a comfortable, reassuring, ac- 


commodating and modern one; but a 
harsh and inflexible faith which 
sometimes seems to delight in all 
that shocks reason and terrifies 
sensibility in dogma and discipline.

efforts. It dawns upon one that 
creative imagination, playing upon 
an idealized past and with loving 
touches adding to its glory, charac- 
terized not merely the Greek and the 
Roman, but the%Christian and the 
Jew. To all others we have acred- 
ited imagination, poetic fancy and 
the free use of hyperbole. We have 
not been too critical as to historical 
verity when beauty and suggestion 
and depth and art were there. But 
our Biblical writers must be as un- 
imaginative as a wooden Indian. 
Like Mr. Gradgrind, they must deal 
in facts, facts, nothing but facts. 
It is refreshing to find that Chris- 
tian literalists are far in the rear of 
Jewish interpreters of the Old Testa- 
ment. Take, for example, Rabbi 
Morgenstern’s book, “ A Jewish In- 
terpretation of Genesis.” Here the 
folklore of ancient Israel is frankly 
treated as such, and Jewish boys and 
girls are taught reverently to search 
for the underlying principles the wise

It seems sacreligious 
to doubt, where before it seemed a 
duty. The healing or attempted 
healing of the sick by the use of 
handkerchiefs and aprons which had 
been applied to the body of the apos- 
tle Paul; the placing of others along 
the street that the powerful shadow 
of Peter might fall upon them as he 
passed; the drowning of two thou- 
sand head of hogs by their being 
taken possession of by a horde of 
demons; these, to mention no others, 
do give us pause. Undoubtedly, as 
time goes on, and the logic of the 
matter becomes clearer, these, and 
all other so-called miracles, whether 
in the Old Testament or the New, 
will, with modest exceptions, drop 
from a vital place in our thought 
and become a testimony to the 
greatness. of those to whom the 
miracles are ‘ascribed and to the 
power of religion to create forms of 
expression. suitable to the type and 
culture of: its adherents. 3

there is, but the Bible is all the 
more valuable for it. The Bible 
would never have been the food of 
generations if it- had not. preserved 
the wise anecdotes of gentle rabbis, 
and the tales told to round-eyed 
children before the tent door as the 
stars came out in the sky, and the 
whispered stories of awe-struck souls 
about wondrous things done by the 
good and great.. He who ‘will read 
the Bible, not as a theologian quar- 
rying for stones to build a wall of 
dogma, but as a lover of humanity 
Anterested in all the odd quirks and 
quiris of the soul, will find that

It seems to be the opinion of the 
educators that this time is coming 
fast in Japan. It is hard to form a 
correct idea of the spread of social- 
ism, for example, as public expres- 
sion of it is sternly dealt with, but 
the weekly, almost daily, strikes, 
even of women employes, show ‘that 
the under dog is gathering strength 
and cunning. The time must come 
when women, as a mass, will see 
the light and rebel at their own 
slavery, and demand a readjustment 
of their economic position in the 
country. At present they are occu- 
pationally exploited in nearly every 
industry that forms the groundwork 
of Japanese national life. 

They are workers in silk and cot- 
ton and toys! Women in the rice 
fields, standing knee-deep in water, 
women in the mines, the factories, 
fisherwomen, market women, farm 
women, a list. as long as one’s arm 
would not tell the tale. And always, 
in addition to their outside labor, 
is the eternal round of household 
duties and child-bearing and child- 
rearing, the perpetual position of 
servant in the house. These hints 
give a dark background f the 
high lights of modern edutation 
which are shooting through the in- 
hibition of centuries and can lead 
to but one thing—ea freater Japan. 

Was it Mills who said ‘‘A na- 
tion can rise no higher than the 
position of its women "’ ? The think- 
ing Japanese sees this, and es- 
pecially the foreign trained. Men 
like Prince Tokugawa, the last of 
the Shoguns, and Baron Uryu, the 
much-decorated Admiral of the Rus- 
so-Japanese War, nodded emphatic 
affirmation when I talked to them. 
In fact, it is surprising when one 
remembers that ‘‘ the mills of the 
gods grind slowly,’ and especially 
gods of the Far East, where nothing 
is speeded up to Western pace—not 
even the movies—that the changes 
are coming so quickly. 

Ten years have »caused a tre- 
mendous change in Japan's mental 
) Screen, and the Nishimura Yosano 
School, and the Imperial Hotel at 
Tokio, are evidences of it. Doubt- 
less, to the average Nipponese one 
seems as fantastic as the other. 
There ts originality and great heauty 
and daring and discomfort jin both.

the Playmakers are hard at 

work building up a special 

chapter in dramatic history. 
They are writing and producing 
Plays about their own State, plays 
based on what they themselves. have 
seen and experienced, on. stories 
handed down to them from earlier 
genefations, They are endeavoring 
to interpret North Carolina to the 
people of North Carolina—to make 
the State more fully aware of her 
own personality, to give new life tc 
the traditions that are her heritage. 

The Playmakers are amateurs, 
junder the direction of Professor 
‘Frederick Koch, and their head- 
quarters are at the State University. 
They do their own writing, staging 
and acting. Most of them are young 
and their experience is necessarily 
limited. Yet they produce things of 
real di tic merit, and when they 
go on tour they are well received. 
The whole State knows about them 
and watches their work, waits eager- 
ty for their new performances, com- 
pares, suggests, criticises. 

In the case of every, play the 
author, in the first place, is a North 
Carolinian. He knows the people he 
writes about. If his play is based on 
an old ghost story he has seen peo- 
ple who. shiver with fear of the 
ghost of which he tells. If it is 
based on a historical legend the 
chances are that his father told him 
the legend when he was a boy anc 
that his father in turn had it from 
his father before him. If he har 


OWN in Chapel Hill, at. the

‘lived in a drab mill town he write: 


a play about mf@l hands. [If he 
wants to write of the lonely moun- 
tain country he goes for a while and 
lives with the mountaineers, until 
he knows their speech and habits. 

After the play is written the 
author is on hand while it is pro- 
duced. Often he directs the produc- 
tion. Often, too, he takes part in 
it, putting into the performance the 
conception that went into the build- 
ing of the play. The original inter- 
pretation is not lost through count- 
less changing hands and viewpoints. 
He has seen the thing, either in life 
or in his mind's eye. He knows how 
it should go. He is on hand to see 
that it goes as it should. 

He may help with the staging of 
his play. Perhaps he paints part of 
the scenery. If he slips up, then 
there are others who can_ correct 
him out of their own -experience. 
They are dealing with what they 
know about. 

And the audience, too, knows what 
Ht is seeing, understands the talk and 
the habits, senses any note that is 
false and is quick to point it out. 
Here again there is no. definite 
breach. Actor and auditor, producer 
and consumer, are links in the same 
chain. 

Professor Koch explains why North 
Carolina forms so fitting a back- 
ground for this venture into the pro- 
duction of a new folk-drama. 

“North Carolina,’’ he says, ** ex- 
tends more than five hundred mile: 
from the great Smoky Mountains on 
the western border to the treach- 
erous shoals of Hatteras. In the 
backlands of these mountains, and 
among the dunes of the shifting 
coast, may be found neighborhoods 
where the customs of the first Eng- 
lish settlers still prevail, where folk- 
tales still survive in’ words'’- and 
phrases long since obsolete to us, 
handed down by word of mouth 
from one generation to another 
through all the years of their isola- 
tion.” 

“* And in North. Carolina, too, we 
have the ballads and lore of an out- 
lived past side by side with the new 
lifé of the present day. .Here_ are 
still the fine old families of the first 
Cavaliers and the children of the 
plantation days of the Old South. 
In contrast with these is the dreary 
* one-horse " farm 6f the poor white 
tenant and the shiftless negro. In 
greater contrast, perhaps, is the toil 
of the thousands of workers at the 
roaring mills. : 

“North Carolina is stili without 
large cities, and a strong folk-feel- 
ing persista. The Stategis still re-

or parentage. Here the home talents 
are still cherished as a means of 
genuine enjoyment. The pople have 
not broken their connection with the 
big family of country folks. They 
have retained their birthright of 
pleasure in simple things. It is not 
strange that from such a spirit of 
neighborliness a native drama should 
spring.” 

The range of the plays is wide. 
Though they deal only with material 
that comes directly out of North 
Carolina, they embrace every mood 
and every type of character. 
are adventure stories based on old 
Pirate legends, on tales of Sir Walter 
Raleigh's ‘‘ Lost Colony,’’ and of the 
intrepid Croatan outlaws. There are 
eerie witch tales, and sombre trage- 
dies from the mill towns; stories of 
the deadly struggle of the poor 
whites with the sterile soil; of the 
cruel heritage of the mulatto. Then, 
there are rollicking comedies from 
the farm towns and the mountain 
moonshiners, skits on modern cam- 
pus life, plays of every description. 
Not all are technically. sound, some 
of them lag in interest. But there 
is in every one sincerity. 

*-When Witches Ride,” by Eliza- 
beth Lay, is based on tales of an old 
woman named Phoebe Ward who 
terrorized the inhabitants of North- 
ampton County many years ago, and 
whose name still brings dread to 
many of the natives. Miss Lay col- 
lected her material for it when she 
was teaching school in Northampton 
County. 

This Phoebe Ward could glide 
through keyholes with= ease, and 
there were those who believed 
that she-slipped out of her skin at 
night to go off on expenditions of 
dread and plunder. She would bor- 
row horses from the farmers, and in 
the morning they would be found 
trembling in their stables, tails plait- 
ed_ into horrid knots. 

These stories and others Miss Lay 
incorporates into her play. The pro- 
logue with which she begins it seems 
to embody the spirit that actuates 
all the work of the Playmakers:

England confine their activities to 
domestic and social circles. The Gov~ 


ernment, of course, provides some 
measure of assistance for the neédy 
poor, but one doubts that even the 
most complete form of -socialistic 
government can replace the offices 
of individual helpfulness. 

Country houses and estates in 
England are no longer well kept upr 
though the gardens, even in their 
neglected beauty, are incomparable. 
Within the houses many closed 
rooms, particularly formal apart- 
ments, tell the tale of impoverished 
owners. Children in many families 
are sent away early to school as the 
governesses and attendance on said 
governesses must be eliminated 
from the over heavy list of family 
éxpenses. The pathos of this deca- 
dence is that thesé magnificent 
houses and estates were not the pal- 
aces and pleasure gardens of- the 
Medici and Borgias, but real homes, 
the centre of that most beautiful of 
English traditions, the intimacy and 
mutual strengt} of family life.

battle of the last war was fought 
less than a month after its declara- 
tion, i. e., too soon for many British 
or any Americans whatever to .ar- 
rive in France. Supposing America 
had declared war on the ist of Au- 
gust, 1914. The first United States 
troops would have got into battle 
about ten months later. In other 
words, France would have had to 
fight—without them—the Battle of 
Charleroi, the first Battle of the 
Marne, the Battle of the Yser, the 
Race to the Sea, and the first bat- 
tle in La Champagne. 

France, therefore, has got to keep 
ready’ at all times the men, the ma- 
terial, the guns and the technical 
equipment, failing which her country 
could be overrun in three months 
and the Americans would have to 
land at Gibraltar. _ 

In the same way France must have 
a navy sufficient not only to protect 
her coasts along three seas, but also 
sufficient to insure the safety of her 
troop transports from North Africa, 
where she has large reserves of men, 
both French and colonial. 

The fact that France is determined 
to get and keep that indispensable 
minimum of military and naval 
equipment is dubbed “ militarism.” 

Now, here are a few facts:

“I believe that if this condition is 
assured some plan can he arranged 
whereby France can get what we all 
recognize as her just due: Repara- 
tion for recent injury and soourtty 
against future attack. 

I think it was in March, 1918, 
that Haig said, ** I am fighting with 
my back against the wall.’’ It was 
a cry in the wilderness. There was 
a general recognition at that critical 
moment that further failures at the 
front, whether by fault of army or 
parliaments, might lose all. Then 





followed a complete mobilization of 
all forces, when national and per- 
sonal selfishness and ambition were 
sunk in the titanic struggie, and the 
long-fought-for and prayed-for vic- 
tory came. 

Today, Europe is fighting with its 
back’ against the wall economically. 

This fact, this impending peril, 
does not send a chill into the hearts 
of men as did the slaughter on the 
field of battle, for they do not yet 
see it; but a loss of this battle means 
practically a nullification of the vic- 
tory of 1918. The same prompt un- 
selfish mohbilization of all forces is 
required im this crisis as in that 
one, if we are going to win.

That’s whet it turned out to be. 
‘In the first place, Mrs. Harding 
took her social responsibilities seri- 
ously — more conscientiously, per- 
haps, than a First Lady of the Land 
had ever taken them before. In the 
second place, there was never any- 
thing like the Disarmament Confer- 
ence last Fall for stimulating social 
contacts. Actually there were al- 
most enough lions to go around. 
Fact is that the foreign Govern- 
ments had foreseen the contingency 
sand had sent along ornamental extra 
Mons attached to the visiting com- 
missions for that very purpose. Not 
for nothing had the foreign Govern- 
ments watched the Versailles Treaty 
not get ratified. New York society 
took a ‘“ Washington house” with 
such abandon as had not been since 
Alice blue was a newly launched 
color. 

And that wasn’t all that was hap- 
pening.

Gone now were the simple old days 
when a Senator’s-wife could go her 
calm way unabashed, because of her 
reassuring knowledge that none of 
her confréres had made the grade 
either. The new era of social heart- 
burns had come. 

Not that the thing had not been 
twenty years aborning. What the 
Harding Administration seemed to do 
was to wheel it out in the park where 
everybody could see it. What the 
Harding Social Administration had 
done to the Senate ladies was just 
what sororities and fraternities do to 
a State university when they get in- 
stalled. Even in a school which al- 
lows no Greek letter secret clubs, 
everybody knows in a general way 
who is running things and who isn't. 
But with the sororities the invisible 
line becomes visible. All the world 
then is divided into two parts—the 
barbs and the ‘frat giris.’’ In 
Washington, too, now, he who runs 
may read whether a Senator’s wife 
is out and whether she is in. 

Nothing less than Mid-Western 
formal society had been introduced 
into the nation’s capital. 

For the really distinguishing fea- 
ture of the organized society of our 
Mid-Western cities is that the line 
is drawn as clearly between those 
who are in it and those who are not 
as in the State universities afore- 
said. Mid-Western society has no 
mitigating ragged fringes of poor 
kin—for the very good reason that 

+ one is not born into it. The seats 
there are acquired by right of con- 
quest. One may be in it and one’s 
sister may be out. When Just Folks 
came out of Marion, that's the influ- 
ence they brought with them — and 
remember that the Hardings were 
aecustomed to running things so- 
cially in Marion. The East may 
have the idea that Mid-Western soci- 
ety is free and easy and democratic 
for the naive reason that it thinks 
Just Folks are running it — which 
really ig the very reason it isn’t. 

When any good dame with a pearl 
necklace, a closet of hootch and 
three Rolis-Royces can look upon 
herself as potentially country club 
set material, then the climbing be- 
gins—and only when there is a plen- 
tiful season of climbers can there .be 
real snobbery and power to society. 
Probably the pearly dame won't 
make it, but that one chance sets 
her toadying. Only when there are 
a few honors in the hand is-the bid- 
‘ding high. 

Figure how the same system could 
work out in the Senate, if it once 
got started—a labeled society, with 
enough of the Senate ladies in it to 
inspire those who were out of it. In 
college, if a non-frat girl finds her- 
self suddenly rushed by Kappas or 
Deltas. or what not, does hope flut- 
ter In her heart that maybe she is 
going to be asked to join them? 
And, does she make herself amen- 
able? I ask you, just does she? 


Anyway, the culmination of the 
whole thing was that ‘when New- 
berry was vindicated a Senator from 
the West stood up and said that the 
Social Lobby had done it. While 
gossip had it that there were certain 
Senators who had received orders, 
each from his own lady, that he need 
not come home if his vote were not 
cast for Newberry. And, if these 
things be so, there had ‘been a pretty 
efficient. organization constructed of 
the ladies—something eons removed 
by evolution from the American in- 
stitution of Pythian Sisters. 

Then what went wrong? 

Why were Frelinghuysen, Kellogg 
and Néw-not returned, if it be true 
that they Were able to render such 
efficient service to their constitu- 
ents? 

I chanced to be in one of the Mid- 
Western States during the late re- 
moved election campaign—and this 
is the sort of thing that the social 
leaders were saying in those parts: 

** The Senator's family does us 
honor—not just the Senator, but 
the position that his wife has 
taken socially does us credit. When 
she was in England we could rest 
assured that she would give the cor- 
rect impression of cultivated North- 
western womanhood. And who is 
the wife of the new aspirant? No- 
body ever heard of her.” 

Very fine, but someway, some- 
how, there turned out to be more 
constituents who did not want to be 
done credit socially. ~Someway the 
balance of power had not been kept 
between the business of being social- 
ly important in Washington to have 
favors to confer and being socially 
democratic enough to oncoming. vis- 
itors frcm the State to satisfy the 
bumptious en-Forded proletariat of 


that prosperous cofmmunity who are 
always taking Pullman-drawn trips 
and demanding social attention.

rigorous and simple, a help rather 
than a hindrance to the sentiment. 
Jt is clothed in a wealth of images, 
full of fresh power culled directly 
from life by a poet whose vision is 
both naive and studied. 

** Claudel, by the rugged freshness 
of his images and by this direct con- 
tact with the world, resembles Whit- 
man a little, but he is the Whitman 
of an older traditional civilization, 
the old peasant, warlike, Catholic 
nation of France.”’ 

So deep has been the impression 
caused by Paul Claudel that they al- 
ready talk in France of “ le Claudé- 
lisme ” in alluding to his style and 
that of his imitators. Nor-can any- 
body talk long about Claudel and 
“Claudélisme” without touching 
upen that deep religious faith which 
is the basis of his nature and inspira- 
tion. Paul Claudel formally became 
a Roman Catholic on Christmas Day, 
1886, when he was 18 years old, It 
was in the splendid old Cathedral of 
Notre Dame at Paris that he made 
his profession of faith. He has writ- 
ten about it himself as follows: 

** Then the event occurred which 
dominates my entire life. In an in- 
stant my heart was touched, and I 
believed. I believed with such a 
strength of adherence, with such an 
upheaval of my whole being, with 
such a power of conviction, with 
such a certainty leaving no place 
for any sort of doubt, that ever 
since all the books, all the reason- 
ings, all the vicissitudes of a rest- 
less life, have not.succeeded in shak- 
ing my faith—nor, in fact; en, in 
touching it. Suddenly, instantly, in 
an ineffable revelation, I had realized 
the heart-rending innocence, the 
eternal childhood of God.” 

Ever since that day Paul Claudel 
has remained unswerving in his re- 
ligious faith—a singular contrast to 
the great majority of those around 
him. No -wonder that another 
Frenchman. has said of him: 

“A .gstrange phenomenon, this 
Christian poet, passionately, uncom- 
promisingly, almost fanatically Cath- 
olic, in the country where Anatole 
France, the bantering and. disillu- 
sioned master, holds sway, where 
Renan and Voltaire reigned, and, 
with them, hard reason, 
of the supernatural.” 





Paul Claudel was born Aug. 6, 





at Bost In 1894 he was appoint- 
ed French Consul at Shanghai, 
China. Later he held the following 
posts in the French Consular r- 
vice: Consul at. Foo-chow, 1896; at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, ‘ 1911; at 
Hamburg, from 1913 to the outbreak 
of the. war. 

He went on a special mission to 
Italy in 1915. He.was Chargé d’Af- 
faires at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, in 
1916; French Minister to Brazil in 
1917, and to Denmark in 1919. He 
was appointed French Ambassador to 
Japan in 1921. He is an officer of 
the French Legion of Honor. 

In addition to ‘‘ The Tidings 
Brought to Mary” and “ Three 
Poems of the War,” Claudel’s works 
include the following: ‘*‘ The East I 
Know,” “The Hostage,” ‘* Téte 
a’Or,” “The City,” “ The Ex- 
change ” and a treatise on poetic art. 
“ The Tidings Brought to Mary ” has 
been given in France, Vienna, 
Frankfort, London and Moscow. In 
the latter city it was produced by 
Komisarjevsky, who is directing the 
New York production.

. Of Humane Slaughter in Abattoirs 





Stumning of Cattle Before Killing 


Held Essential by Society to Pre- 


vent Craelty—European Countries Lead Us in Efficiency 
and Hamanity—Chance for All to Compete. 





RIZBES. to the amount of $15,000 

have been offered by The Ameri- 

can Society for the Prevention 

of Cryelty to Animals as part of 

a cayhpatgn for.the more humane 

slaughter- ‘of animals for food purposes. 

The sociéty is seeking the co-operation 

of the. packers and the subject was dis- 

cussed at a recerit conference, also at; 
tended by a Jewish rabbi. ~ 

The United States is far behind the 

countries of Europe ‘in its methods of 


slaughtering animals; no adfance hav- 


ing been made here in the last half 
century, according to Henry Bergh, 
Chairman, who, with Alfred B. Maclay, 
represented the society at the confer- 
ence, .On behalf of.the society Dr. W. 
Reid Blair recently completed an ex- 
tended tour of investigation in: Europes, 
and his complete report is now in its 
hands, 

It is. believed that an apparatus can 
be created to stun animals which. would 
be a. great improvement over the 
methods now used. A prize of $10,000 
therefore will be awarded for an ap- 
Pparatus to accomplish the desired object 


of producing instant insensibility, com- | st 


bined -with? rapidity of action and a 
minimznum cost of operation. <A further 
prize of $5,000 is to be given for a de- 
vice that will accomplish the casting 
and. holding. of @y, animal, with the 
least amount of suffering, and in an 
otherwise. satisfactory. manner, .for-the 
purpose of slaughter. The competition 
for both prizes is open to all without 
restriction until April 30 next. The 
award will be made by the board of 
managers, of the society. 

Dr. Blair was impressed: by the Ger- 
man abattoir system. He found that 
the question of humane slaughter had 
been studied with intelligent interest, 
resulting in. devices which. have made 
the slaughter of animals less brutal. 
Humane societies in Germany, by offer- 
ing cash prizes for sjaughter devices, 
have done much to focus public atten- 
tion and sympathy on the matter. 

The stunning of all food animals ex- 
eept those slaughtered in accordance 
with the Jewish rite is made compul- 
sory by law in most European countries, 
as shown by Dr. Blair’s report.’ Among 
the -devices he foundSia use were the 
slaughter mask, the shooting mask, and 
a striking bolt apparatus, It was~the 
opinion of. all the directors of abattoirs 
with whom the investigator consulted 
that the only humane and prattical 
method of producing insensibility’ was 
by stunning, serving as a perfect and 
instantaneous anestehtic, the stunned 
animal being ‘‘ lost in unconsciousness 
before there is time for the blow which 
produces it to be felt.’’ m 

The -slaughter’ mask consists of an 
iron headgear with ofe or two openings 
in the centre.: A striking. bolt about 
four inches long and one-half inch in 
digmeter is inserted into an , opening 
and driven through the roof of the head 
with a heavy wooden mallet, causing 
insensibility. The shacting mask is 
somewhat similar. 

The striking bolt apparatus for killing 
hogs produces the same result. 
and sheep are commonly stunned in 
Buropeay abattoirs by means of a fom 
mer or weighted club. 


Europe Far..Excels Us. 


‘*From my observations. of slaughter 
house conditions in Europe,’’ said Dr. 
Blair, “‘ and especially in the applica- 
tion of the various devices for stunning 
animals, I am convinced that these have 
long since. passed ‘the experimental 
stage, and are now practical, efficient 
and safe, and could’ be applied to any 
and all American abattoirs. 

‘*For sheep and calvés the shooting 
bolt apparatus ig practical and effective. 
For swine, the striking bolt apparatus 
in connection with the securing of the 
animal in the swine-shute more hearly 
approaches the idéal than any manner 
of killings that I observed. 


** When the American people fully |’ 


realize that of the hundred million’ ani- 
mals slaughtered in our American abat- 
toirs each year, over seventy million 
are killed by being Hung up bya hind 
leg and their throats. cut. while thus 
suspended, 
death, without any’ attempt being 
made ‘to render them unconscious; then, 
and:.then \ only, . will improvement * take 
place in our American abattoirs, 

“Tt is only a-quéstion 6f time when 
every community will be aroused from

best of those in the Continéntal coun- 
tries, in so far as they may be adapt- 
able to American conditfons, is urged 
by the investigator, and the adoption 
of State and municipal laws requiring 
that all private ‘abattoifs be licensed. 

A method’ of slaughter which fifty or 
even twenty years ago might have been 
considered humane, today may justly be 
considered brutal, aecording to Dr. 
Bilair,.avho continued: ‘‘ A& soon .as 
any means is discovered for abolishing 
or reducing any portion of the pain of 
slaughter, the continued infliction of 
that pain becomes unnecessary; and 
therefore cruel. It is for this reason 
that the use of the stunning instrument. 
has become ‘iniperative, .and should be 
made compulsory, wherever animals are 
killed for food purposes, * *. *. since 
in’ no other way can their death agony 
be shortened. 

“The ‘blow which produces  uncon- 
sciousness is delivered méchanically, the 
bullet or bolt, smashing through the 
skyll, causing violent concussion of the 
cerebrum or fore-brain, and there is no 
risk of a return to consciousness of the 
ckén animal. The human elemént 
is very: small when one of 4hese me- 
chanical stunners is used, * *.~* -and 
the result correspondingly more certain 
and therefore more humane.’’ 

The investigator also points out that 
tests made by German and Swiss vet- 
erinarians have shown. that when an 
animal is stunned, the heart . continues 
to function for several minutes with un- 
impaired vigor, so, that the blood is 
pumped through the system and flows 
out of the, body through the cut blood 
vessels as freely as if the antmal were 
conscious, contradictifig the»*statement 
that when stunned all the blood is not 
drained from the carcass. 

Referring .to the. stunning of cattle 
with a long-handled hammer used to 
‘@ certain extent inthis country, Dr. 
Blair did not consider this a humane 
method. , 

“There. is no jonaer any excuse for 
continuing such an obsolete, and, in 
many cases, uncertain method,’” he said, 
and cited instances. where it was nec- 
essary to-deliver from three to eight 
hard, blows upon the head of a large 
steer or cow. before the animal was 
brought down-upon its Knees. In strik- 
ing contrast to this, he continued, “I 
have seen hundreds of animals killed by 
means of a bullet apparatus, ahd also 
a striking bolt apparatus, and in no 
instance did a single blow fail to pro- 
duce immediate .and complete uncon-- 
sciousness.’”’ 

Henry Bergh, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Humane Slaughtering of the 
society also praised -the ork. of the- 
Germans, 


_ Germans Lead The Way. 

‘* Probably. the first concerted effort 
on the part of humanitarians to better 
the conditions under which animals were 
slaughtered for food purposes,’’ he said, 
‘‘was initjated in Germany, about a 
quarter of a century ago. Public abat- 
toirs were established, presided over and 
controlled by public officials elected 
from among properly qualified veteérin- 
ary surgeons for.the position of direc- 
tors, who joined ‘with the humane socle- | 
ties-in bringing about reforms in the 
handling and killing of’ animals at/the 
'slaughter-houses, No less care was 
given the humane side of the question 
than to the commercial consideration 
which .confronted them: Under’ these 
conditions, pain-saving devices, for pro- 
ducing ihstant insensibility, were in- 
vented and rapidly superseded the cruel 
instruments. of death which were for- 
metly employed... The reform movement 
spread to other States of Central Eu- 
rope, and now most of those countries 
are possessed of: modern abattoirs, 
Which aftimals are shown that eonsider- 
ation in the ‘taking of their lives, to 
which, in justice, they are entitled.” 

On November 27 a conference was 
held ‘at‘the society’s headquarters, at- 
tended by many of those interested, and 
an agreement was reached with repre- 
sentatives of ‘the meat packers to co- 
operate in testing humane elsusbtaring 
devices. t 

‘The importance of this question ig 
vast in {ts proportions, affecting as it 
does -within the. borders ofthe United 
States alone over one hundred! millions 
of domestic food animals yearly,’’ said 
Mr. Bergh.’ 

“We are earnestly hoping for’ ‘the ful 
co-operation of the packers and we are 
going to give them-évery possible chancé 
to make good, but, if we find that they 
won't co-operate with. us in putting 
through the necessary reforms, jwe shall

She fs the very type. of the fra 
Englishwomah who would make friends 
anywhere. She is pretty, dnd it is al- 
most disconcerting to hear her speak 
of ‘my Amerttan sons "—by; which she 
means thosé many American officers 
who were billeted- in her Hampstead 
home during the: war. Lots of them 
have sent her letters and telegrams dur- 
ing her stay in NeW York. 


** Yes,” she went on, “‘I simply can- 
not bear the warmth of your houses 
here. We have open-air bedrooms in 
Hampstead, and we may bé hardened 
—hbut ‘that will be my chief recollection 
of America, trying to get cool. My 
second strongest impression, perhaps, 
concerns your conversational ways. 

‘““One goes to a dinner, party; the 
people all start talking much louder 
than they do in England. And _ the 
noise incfeases ag the evening grows 
later—getting higher and. higher, or 
louder and louder,» They are much more 
alive than we ar® in ‘England. Their 
brains never seem to sleep in this coun- 
try at all. -I-am supe that’s why all 
the American women get white-headed:

We find that 
in the cities of 30,000 or over the out- 
standing bonds.had risen from $2,489,- 
000,000 to $3,904,000,000. Applying the 
same percentage of growth to the coun- 
ties and civil. divisions under 30,000, for 
which we have no figures, it would bring

‘‘ the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions,”’ and, in. that uneérring book. of 
reference, (Whitaker's \ Almanac, ‘the 
changé has been anticipated.’ Though 
a phrase only is involved, the event 16 
of,an imménse importance to the world. 
Communities. are  moldéd. by their 
thoughts, and here is a  sdvereignty 
under which 450,000,000 people live, or 
one-quarter’ the human race.’ To say to 
these vast multitudes in India, Africa, 
Europe, Asia and America: ‘*‘ You have 
lived hitherto’ under an empire, but ‘you 
will live henceforth in a2 Common- 
wealth ’’—to say this is to. affect pro- 
foundly the imagination of mankind. It 
is to remove old standing-~ misconceptions, 
especially in the. United States, as to the 
true character of British -rule—miscon- 
ceptions based on suspicion of the word 
‘* empire '’ which history has shown to 
bea word of ill-omen. It is to differ- 
entiate the traditions of British rule from 
those, let us say, of the German Em- 
pire, or of Austria. It is to set before 
the more backward peoples affected a 
differerit ideal—the hope of. governing 
themselves, instead of accepting for all 
time. a Government by others. It) is ‘to 
bring the empire or Commonwealth into 
line with the democratic conception of 
monarchy, which, by. the’ “advice of 
Lloyd George, the British Court has re- 
cently embraced. We have ‘here’a final 
triumph of the New World, with its 
contempt for outworn Symbols, over 
whatever ‘is left in- Britain of political 
reaction. Not the least of the results 
to be anticipated from the change will 
be a different. attitude on the’ part of 
labor. To attack the empiré was easy. 
‘To slander the Commonwealth will be 
difficult. 

The history of mankind is oftentimes 
a tide that moving seemnis asleep, too full 
for sound or foam; and as this majéstic 
and terrible river flows on, from. day 
unto day, from one century to another, 
we are borne with it to changes of scene, 
as sudden as they are silently achieved. 
It was James Bryce who described how 
swiftly, in 1789, another empite—the Holy 
Roman Empire—founded by Caesar Au- 
gustus, adorned by Constantine and re- 
vived by Charlemagne—crumbled finally 
into a noiseless dust. From that shad- 
owy throne, with its vague responsibili- 
ties and its not-less vague liabilities, the 
Hapsburgs resigned; and there was none 
to take their place. The Holy Roman 
Empire, even as an abstraction, disap- 
peared forever and Europe was left a 
prey fo the tribal instinct. How much 
happier would have been her fate if the 
empire of the past had emérged as a 
Commonwealth of free peoples! . The 
ideal of political unity was, however, the 
only ideal that European statesmén 
could then grasp, Destroy suth unity 
and their resources were at an end. But

It 
was such a blunder’ that gave occasion 
for the Declaration of Independence, It 
was such a blunder'that fastened on the 
new -wofld the servitude of Hquatorial |e 
Africa. .But there is this distinction be- 
tween. the. British Empire and the ®m- 
pires of Babylon, of Greece, of Rome, 
of Spain, of Germany, which In turn 
rose’ to a* zenith. and then fell; They 
left in their wake a heritage of misery. 
and chaos. -Whatever light they shed 
was followed by.an:efa of darkness. 
But the British Empire bequeaths to Its 
héirs. ‘a constructed society; a democ- 
racy, either actual or potential, which: is 
@ nobler vehicle by far of general ‘well- 
being than any empire, as empire was 
or could have become. For Canada, for 
Australia,” for India, for South Africa, 
there. is no condemnation to.a medieval 
oblivion,:.no prospect of invasion | by 
barbarian hordes, mo surrender t6. do- 
mestic- brigandage.

Every timé a municipal election or a 
State contest came about the line-up 
usually consisted of Parker leading the 
reformers in support of one “‘ white 
collar” candidate or another at the head 
of the tickét.

Elections in New Orleans were brisk 
affairs until’a few years ago. Whenever 
the citizenship turned out’ to bal’et ?

‘wont to repair to. the Washington Ar- 
tillery Hall—the armory of the famous 
veteran organization of the- South. 

_In this hall, under the fcharge of old 
‘Dan Kelly, the aged armorer, were 
stored hundreds of riot guns and, am- 
munition. During the days of peace 
preteding an election these guns were 
kept in their boxes, but when the citi- 
zenship. turned ‘out to vote the guns 
were issued to the members of. the-or- 
ganization, who had pledged themselves 
to see a fair count. The patrolling of 
streéts by groups of “armed citizens.on 
the eve of an election was customary. 
Often enough the casualty’ list read like 
a skirmish. 

Always Took a Chance. 


In an atmosphere such as this Parker 
dared everything hundreds of times. So 
far as’ the writer can remember, he 
never was physically assaulted, although 
the prospects were that he would be at 
anystime. But, in addition td weapons, 
the cruder’ members of the’ ring had 
other > ammunition — the ammunition of 
abuse and innuendo, which were freely 
used against every opponent.

Parker 
received the news of the defeat with a 
smile and said: ‘ Oh, very well, we) 
shall win—next time.” 

And next time he dif’ His long politi- 
eal fight made him. many énemies* and 
cost him a great deal of money and 
some friends. But during the term. of: 
years which elapsed from the time he 
cast-his first\wote Parker never wavered 
and never gave an inch and as a con- 
séquence he won victory from scores of 
defeats and, strange to say, ‘some of the 
very men who had most bitterly opposed 
him assisted in placing him in the Gov- 
ernor’s chair. Leading them all was 
Colonel ‘““Bob’’ Ewing who, having 
found that’ Parker had been right about 
the ring, had turned upon the organiza- 
tion and helped rend it apart. 

Reports from Louisiana say -that the 
expenses. of the ~ present. campaign 
against the Ku Klux Klan are ‘being 
paid for*out of the Governor's private 
purse, * That is probably true for Parker 
has frequently dipped into his-purse for 
suth matters as he believed in. 

One thing is certain—no matter what 
the presént prospect in Mer Rouge end 
the strength of the Klan theré, the or- 
ganization is likely to be driven from 
Louisiana. Parker is just the sort of 
man to take a great joy in such a job. 
No man in American politics today so 
little resembles a fighter as Parker. He 
is of medium stature and not over

VETERANS’ BUREAU RUSHES ITS WORK 





ITH ‘true Christmas spirit the 
United States Veterans’ Bu- 
reau has been and is_making 
% a concentrated effort to settle 
claims and make payments if 
possible before the new year. Not that 
the bulk. of the work can be done in that 
time, but at least where compensation is 
due and investigations have found the 
ase a worthy one, help will be given 
immiediately. While there are stili those 
pessimists who see in the crippled é@x- 
service man only an object of charity, 
there are many men and women of 
vision who see him as a valuable mem- 
ber of society. It is to prevent the men 
who fotght in the late war who have 
not entirely recovered from disabilities, 
from becoming public charges that the 
bureau is working so. nara to %.. “us 
adjustments made as soon as possible. 
Delays which have occasioned many bit- 
ter and frequently unjust attacks on 
this branch of the Government’s respon- 
sibility are now being obviated through 
the.consolidation of thework- under one 
bureau here in New York, where claims 
are settled without being referred , to 
Washington. Veterans living in’ New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut are 
taken care of through this branch, 
The brison drive made by this bureau 


in the prisons of/these three States. Of 
this number 182, it. was found, were 
entitied to disability compensation. This 
work bas been under tie supervision of 
a physician.who has investigated the 
cases and found that while the men 
were actually in line for the nsual sum 
of money paid to disabled soldiers, they 
had not iaid claim to it either through 
ignorance or. because they feared having 
their records locked up. The job has 
been a very important one. .and has 
brought to light many stories of human 
interést. A man in one of, the prisons 
‘who was ill at the time his case was 
being looked into died a few days after 
the claim was settled and left the small 
fortune which it was found the Gov- 
ernment’ owéd him at that time, some 
$1,675, to his “<buddg” in the prison. 
In. other cases ‘the unclaimed money 
which was due disabled then who were 
located in various prisons has been paid 
over to their families. 


‘Smoothing Out taleudinbideiede. 


‘It “has been the aim of the bureau 
never to let a claimant go away dis- 
gruntled,’’ saigd W. F. Lent, formerly a 
Major in the army, the man who has 
the final word on all the cases in this 
disttict. As district manager, Mr. Lent 
is responsible for the 200,000. disabled 
men who draw their compensation, fe- 
ceive their vodational trathing or medi- 
tal treatment in District 2. It is the 
combined efforts of Mr, Lent and his 
large staff of wofkers which are in a 
measure anoothing out some of the mis- 
understandings of the past. He con- 
tinued:

It- was not until complete 
protection in a long of experiments 
had ‘Yollowed the application of the 
treatment to animals -inoculated with 
doses of rabic virns or subjected to the 
severest infections through the bites. of 
dogs. suffering from, ordinary . street 
rabies that Pasteur ventured to subject 
a human being to the.treatment, 

The results of the eg@rlier résearches 
were published from 1881 to 1884.. Then, 
after long experimentation and repeated 
success in the. protection of animals, 
Pasteur dgtermined to apply the treat- 
mentyto the first favorable case\ which 
presented itself in a. human bing Se- 
yerely bitten by a rabid dog. : 


ings and animals, which adds greatly 
to its terror, is the fact that once the 
disease has developed not only does it 
involve the greatest possible. suffering 
(which is mdést fearful in itself both 
to the subject and to the observers), 
but it inyaplably proves fatal. On the 
other hand, under -natural conditions 
only a comparatively small percentage 
of all persons bitten by rabid dogs de- 
velops rabies, Pasteur hath found thut 
bites about the face and neck were 
especially‘ fatal and that practically ah. 
untreated~eases of this kind developed 
the disease, 

On July 6, 1885, a boy, Joséph Mcister, 
from Alsace, was brought by his parents 
to Pasteur for treatment. ‘The boy had 
been badly bitten about the face anu 
hands and had not received any 
tréatment. After corfsultation. with his 
associates ‘and withthe consent of the 
‘parents,, Pasteur determined to gubmii 
this boy to the same form of’ treatment 
that he had found successfui for the pro- 
tection of animals: Comparatively smali4 
risk was Involved in this experiment, as 
from previous experience he knew it was 
practically ‘certain that without some 
new.method of treatment the boy -would 
develop rabies and die: Accordingly 
the-trvatment was applied and was suc- 
‘| cessful.” No unfavorable symptoms were 
produded by thé inoculations, and the 
boy remained well. 

Treatment Is Announced. 


On Oct. bps following, Pasteur made a 
statemept “at the Academy of Science, 
desoribiig the tréaiment of.

Three months and three days had 
passed, and the child had remained well.

in November, 1885, four months after’ 
the treatment’ of ‘the first case and only 
one month after the blishment ef the 
service, four children of wotkmen in 


Newark were bitten by a rabid dog. The |’ 


press gave the widest publicity to all 
the facts and details, and The New York 
Herald -ratsed a fund to gend these chil- 
dren to Paris. They were accompanied 
by Dr. Frank Billings, a Boston vet- 
erinarian of distinction, who had. given 
the subject. considerable attention, and 
had: .been a student with the writer at 
the Pathologital Institute in Berlin _dut- 
ing the, previous year. 

At’ that time I was in charge of -the 
Carnegie Laboratory. of the Bellevue 
Hospital Medical Coliege. That was the 
first laboratory in this cougtry specifi- 
cally. erected and devoted to teaching 
and investigation in bacteriology and 
pathology. Mr. Carnegie became great- 
ly interested in the wide discussion of 
th@ subject of, rabies, and wished a rep- 
resentative of the Carnegie Laboratory 
to visit Paris at once to study the 
method of treatment. I was commis- 
sioned to undertake that work. I went 
to. Paris, and was at Pasteur’s laborar 
tory—there was no Institute at that time 
—while the first American children were 
being treated, in December, 1885, and 
subsequently; and followed: the work day 
by day.:. About forty patients were be- 
ing treated daily, and. they came from, 
all part: of the world. This number 
rapidiy increased. The laboratory at 
that time was a very modest one, and 
had only comparatively q@enere -re- 
sources. - 

Numibers of distinguished medical 
men were already beginning to 
Paris to see Pasteur’s work, and 1 par- 
icularly recall that among the group 


<. Englishmen there at that time were { 


Aumbered Sir Joseph Lister, afterward 
Lord Lister, who had made such /valu- 
able contributions to the study of surg- 
ical infections and to the development 
of antiseptic surgery; Sir Ernest Hart, 
for many years. editor of the British 
Medical, Journal; and Sir Victor Hers- 
ley, haps the most. distinguished 
British neurologist and research. worker 
in cerebral localization of that time. 
Man of Grave Mind. 

Each morning Pasteur visited the lab- 
oratory where the inoculations were be- 
ing . administere?. He still showed 
plainly the effects of the paralytic 
stroke which he had had in. 1868, and 
from. which his recovery was despaired 
of for a long period. He limpéd slightly 
and -both thg arm and face on the 
affected side- showed Hmited motion. 
He was pale, always grave and taciturn, 
and spoke but little éxcepting to give 
directions or to formally greet visitors, 
and each day soon retired to’ his pri- 
vate laboratory. 

Pasteur saw each one ot the hew pa- 
tients who came to the Jaboratory for 
treatment and was very kind and gentle. 
There were many very poor people 
among these patients who were unable 
to: meet living expenses in Paris; and 
for them Pasteur provided the means, 
often, from his own resources. He al- 
ways disliked to be disturbed when 
working in his private laboratory and 
access. to him at such times was e6x- 
ceedingly difficult. 

Immediately after the announeenieft 
of his discovery and the establishment 


rabies, a movément to raise funds for 
the erection of a national institute be- 
gan, and. jt rapidly swept over the 
whole of* France. 
came. from many other countries, and 
the French “Government made a large 
grant teward the establishment of the 
Institute Pasteur. A movement. also 
was started for the. establishment —of 
Pasteur Institutes in other countries. 
Themen. who_took’ charge of these were 
trained and commission by ‘Pasteur. 
An institute was established’ in. New 
York under the direction of Dr. Gibier, 
and later. arrangements were made for 
treatment ata: laboratory in Philadel- 
phia. 

About 1901 the Departmént of Health 
of the City of New York made_arrange- 
ments to give the treatment free. Since 
that time“about 200-cases a year have 
been. treated and-the death rate in’ these’ 
cases has averaged about one-half. of 
one per cent.

family.. It might suspend the production 
of medicines and so devastate the coun- 
try with a plague, and~all the while 
those who suffered these inconveniences 
or catastrophes would for the most part 
be, persons who had no voice in ‘the mak- 
ing of the judgments by which they, were 
thus destroyed. 

**I do not stop in this letter to argue 
the case of any of the groups, corpora- 
tions or individuals to which you refer. 
The views you express of them may all 
be true. *. * -* I.write you these 
earnest observations and questions, my 
dear Mr. Gompers, because I learned in 
Washington to admire deeply the states- 
manship, wisdom and patriotism which 
you. exhibited during the great ¢risis of 
our country’s history.’’ 

A.month went by without a response 
from Mr. Gompers, and on Sept. .28 
Mr. ; Baker again wrote him, in this 
vein: 

7 I have read with great interest your 
special article in Tum NEW York 
Times of Sunday, Sept. 17, 1922, in 
which. you charge that there is a con- 
Spiracy to destroy the trade union 
movementy by .a. concerted movement on 
the part of employers.

“*T. am looking forward with exceed- 
ing interest for your reply to my letter 
of ‘Aug. 24 in answer to yours of 
Aug. 19.’ \s 

On Oct. 2 Mr. Gompers undeftook to 
answer the two’letters of Mr. Baker, 
written on Aug. 24 and Sept. 28. And 
his Yeply showed that the text of the 
letters had stirred him deeply. He 
started by saying that there was a fun- 
damental difference between the. philoso- 
phy of Mr. Baker and his own, and to 
this he attributed their opposite con- 
ceptions of what wasidue to labor. Mr. 
Gompens said that he was: willing to 
grant that ‘‘perhaps the ‘Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce is one of the 
least bitter and. the least militant ’’~of 
anti-union’ organizations, but “‘1 have 
no hesitation in saying that in its deeper 
implications it is as much anti-union as 
any similar organization in ‘the coun- 
try,”’ and that its declarations ‘‘ afford 
to anti-union employers what: may be 
called a pious clgak for their iniquity.”’ 
Then Mr. Gompers continued: 

‘“‘ Amazed ” at Baker’s Views. 


**You are frank in avowing your posi- 
tion. Amazed as I am to learn that it 
is your position, I am bound at the samé 
time to helieve that it is a position taken 
as the result of thought and conviction. 
What I am equally sure of is that you 
have not.thought with the thoroughness, 
which might be expected of you, and 
that you have overlooked a great deal 
of essential information. 

‘The position of the Cleveland Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as approved by you, 
is that. the union shop is wrong and that 
what you term the open shop is’ right. 
You appear to believe that the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce can maintain this 
position and still be friendly to ‘the or- 
ganizations of the workers. I. maintain 
that you cannot hold this position and 
seek actively to apply the «position to 
the Pas life of Cleveland and: to 
remain friendly to the organizations of 
workers. If the union “shop ‘is’ wrong, 
and what you term the ‘open shop’ is 
right, and if you and your organizations 
seek to right that which you believe to 
be a wrong, you’ cannot avoid making 
an effort to destroy the union shop.

It is much like 
shrinking from instantaneous execution 
while welcoming a gradual suffocation. 

*“You tell me that if you were a 
worker you: would join a union and 
would be active in your union, and 
you would seek to have the strength of 
that union back of you in collective 
bargaining, for your wages and condi- 
tions under which you would work. * * * 
You assume, however, that if you should 
elect not to join a union you should not 
be coerced into joining it, or accept as 
an alternative starvation of your family. 
* * * You might elect to be’ a non- 
union worker, which is to say that you 
might elect to take for yourself the 
benefits, the improved standards’ of liv- 
ing, the enlarged opportunities, the re- 
duction in hours of work, the protection 
against uncertainty and whatever safe- 
guards and advantages might be gained 
by ‘union ‘workers:as a result of their 
united intelligence and ability to bring 
about those improvements... You. would 
not contribute toward. the effort to se- 
cure improvements, but you would glad- 
ly accept those improvements for your- 
self. You would incur none of the risk, 
and would suffer through none of the 
strikes, You .would. take nomé of the 
chances of being locked out.for your con- 
victions and would pay none of the dues 
necessary to maintain organization, but 
you would take the benefits. These you 
would: gét whether you liked it or not, 
because they would be thrust upon you. 
* “ Wor the non-union man who remains 
so because he is unable to see what is 
transpiring about him and what has 
happened in the past, I have a deep 
sympathy. For him~ who understands 
and’ still remains a non-union man-I 
have a feeling which it is perhaps not 
necessary for me to express. You may 
be sure it is not complimentary. But 
that the non-union man, understanding 
the facts of life about him, has a moral 
right.to accept the gains, the advances, 
the advantages and the freedom won by 
the united efforts of those whom he re- 
fuses to join, is something that I can- 
not concede and that I do not believe 
you will contend after you have given 
the matter the thought and considera- 
‘tion of which you are so capable. 


Plurality of Governments. 

“* You speak of the unions as exercts- 
ing an extra legal power to discipline 
those who transgress their rules. Be- 
cause unions at times expel ‘those who 
are unworthy you seem to think that 
we have ‘ two Governments in America.’ 
I am not indlined to argue the point. 
It is so self-evident that those. who 
band together fon a purpose have a-right 
to deny their company and association 
to. those who prove themselves, un- 
worthy, that it seems to me unnecessary 
to go further into the matter. Does the 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce retain 
In’ thembership or take into membership 
those whom it deems unqualified or dis- 
qualified for membership? If the ¢x- 
ercise of this legitimate function con- 
stitutes the setting up of a separate 
Government, then it is impossible , to say 
how many Governments we have in this 
country, because every organization ex-~- 
ercises the same right. 

‘Your letter leads directly into & fur- 
ther conclusion that ‘such a Govern- 
ment might suspend the production of 
eoat and so freeze me and my family 
to ‘death.’ I am bound to conclude that 
such an assertion could be made by you 
only in haste and as a result of the 
most, superficial ‘consideration of: the 
subject. * 

“We have just had a coal strike. At 
the very moment that Ahe mine owners 
agreed with the miners as tor the terms 
and conditions governing mine work the 
miners returned té their work and. the 
production of coal was resumed. ; The 
purpose of the miners was not to cause 
inconvenience. . It was to/ bring about 
the establishment of terms and con- 
ditions which _ they deemed _-proper. 
That inconvenience was caused” fs, of 
course, a fact.

Policy, actually operate their industries 
as closed non-union establishments. It 
ts not difficult to understand why. work- 
ers are rejecting the open shop when 
the image which they have in their 
minds of it is a shop closed to them 
and their associates. The Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce finds no room 
under its declaration of principles for 
such employers, but, on the contrary, 
throws the whole weight of its influence 
against them and their practices. The 
declaration of labor policy of the Cham- 
ber sanctions representative negotia- 
tions—a form of collective bargain- 
ing. _ The word ‘open’ means open, 
and it still has the same meaning, 
though thousands of misguided people 
may use it to mean half-open and_half- 
closed, or open to one class and closed 
to another, and so I think I have a right 
to describe my own beliefs on this sub- 
ject by the term ‘ the open shop,’ for by 
it I mean a shop which is open. 

“‘ As I read your letter, you make two 
objections to this position. First, that 
the phrase is a deception. To this ob- 
jection the foregoing seems to me to be 
an answer. Second, that. the true ‘ open 
shop’ is an impossible ideal. The rea- 
son you give for this is, as I understand 
it, that employers naturally want to run 
closed non-union shops and employes 
naturally want closed union. shops, and 
that, no matter how well disposed the 
parties may be in an industrial relation, 
after a while the question arises as to 
whether one or the other of these views 
is to prevail, and the question is then 
determined by the relative strength of 
the parties. Such being the inescapable 
confliet of human desires, as you view 
them, you regard” any advocacy of a 
third course as impracticable idealism. 

“If I have correctly stated your views 
with regard to human desires, .then I 
disagree. with you wholly. I do not be- 
lieve that employers have any settled or 
biological preference for closed non- 
union .operation, nor do I believe that 
workers have any settled or biological 
preference for closed union operation. 

** Now, of course, if you and L and a 
lot of other people who are regarded ‘as 
thoughtful, keep on saying to employers 
and employes that the best Jabor re- 


latiqgn to ‘be adopted by them to ac-} 


complish these respective fundamental 
desires’is one of incessant conflict, they 
are likely to take our’ word for it and 
spend a large part of their strength and 
time getting ready for battle and fight- 
ing battles. Nations have acted on this 
principle apparently from the Jeginning 
of time, and as a consequence they have 
loaded up the world with death and be- 
lated progress, by waste, physical, .fi- 
nancial and moral,’ which must make 
angels weep.

@ more or less general realization that 
there is no such thing as a> successful 
war, and the moral sense of.a world, 
taught by‘ experience, would no longer.

MOTOR TRANSPORT NEEDS. 


HE motor truck transport business 
in the next few years will need 
fully 4,000 well-trained men, par- 

ticularly traffic experts to be attached 
to State, county and municipal organ- 
izations.. F. W. Fenn, Secretary of the 
National Motor Truck Committee of the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, told the students of Syracuse 
University in a recent address: 

» ‘* The significance of this need will be 
readily appreciated,” he said, “ when it 
is realized that more than 1,430,000,000 
tons of freight, including 134,400,000 tons 
of farm products, are now carried over 
our highways every year. 

“The reason for these increased de- 
mands on highway transport is that 
shippers are beginning to appreciate the 
fact that in proportion as they relieve 
the raflroads of less-than-carlpad ship- 
ments will the railroads be able to ren- 
der more efficient and cheaper service 
on their long-haul consignments. 

“ There has come to be a fairly gen- 
eral agreement ‘among rallroad officials 
that truck transportation can be sub- 
stituted for railroad operation in short 
branch-line service, in trap-car work, 
and in terminal and suburban distribu- 
tion. 

“In Cincinnati the use of trucks in 
the interchange of freight between the 
railroads has resulted in the elimination 
of 300,000 switching cuts, the release of f 
over 66,000 freight cars and the advance- 


ment of the railroad freight movement’52 
hours, 


** All this work incident to the realign- 
ment of transportation facilities to 
meet the new demands of commerce 
is. going to need young’ men who 
have had training in railway and 
motor truck economics and operating 
principles, The university man of today 
is challenged to prepare himself for a 
new type of transportation service that 
is not only going. to mean relief to the 
raiiréads but prosperity to the country.’ 


GASOLINE SAVING TEST. 


HE common practice of waiting to 
Ab shift gears on hills until the car 
has almost come to a ston is one 
of the causes of waste of small amounts 
of gasoline. In ascending a hill don’t 
wait until the last second to shift to a 
lower gear. If you do you will not only 
lose speed and overtax ,your engine but 
you will also consume more gasoline, 
According te the Bureau of Public 
Roads these facts were shown by .tests 


conducted by Professor T. R. Ages .of / 


Iowa State College in co-operation with 
the Bureau under the auspices of the 
National Research Countil. 

The tests were made to discover the 
effect of various kinds of highway sur- 
facing material and different grades on 
gasoline consumption. The conclusion 
with reference to faulty driving is 
merely incidental to the tests, but it is 
one which:will mean a small saving to 
every man who. drives a car. 

The vehicles used were equipped with 
@ device which makes a continuous re- 
cord of the specd at every instant. | 

In the test with a four-ton truck on 
one trip the gears Were shifted at a 
speed.of 10 miles an hour and on the 
other at @ speed of 5’ miles an hour. 
At the higher speed the gasoline con- 
sumption was at the rate of 4.2 miles 
per gallon, and in the other.case it was 
$.5 miles per gallon. The tests showed

drivers today is that they drive 
with their brakes, was the 8state- 
ment of an automobile factory official. 
“The motorist should take things easy 
in driving, whether in a crowd or out 
of a crowd,” he adds. ‘‘ Fast driving be-

‘* ven in long cross-country drives, 
iwhere hilly country is encountered, some 
drivers constantly jam on their brakes 
when slowing down instead of allowing 
their cars to slow down before the 
brakes’ are applied. 

“In going down hill, take your foot 
off the accelerator, and the motor, set 
at a safe pace, will hold the car back. 
If the grade is very steep, shift to 
second or first speed as the grade may 
require before ‘starting. 

‘“*Under no circumstances is it ad- 
visable to throw the clutch out when 
actually driving down hill. To do so 
may mean absolute loss of ¢ontrol. It 
is not good driving, either, to shut off 
the spark completely. It is a safe prac- 
tice to have the motor running in order 
to have power on tap in case of emer- 
gency. 

“There fs no question at all that 
brakes are extremely important for the 
purpose for which they are built, but 


simply because they are efficient, reli- 


able, and the easy way to drive. is no 
reason for abuse which results In dam- 
age to other parts of the car as: well.’’

Another and still more- important can- 
sideration is neglected by those who 
claim that ‘our criticism is unfounded. 
This is due to, our, graduated or pro- 
gressive income tax.. The _reason why 
there is such a phenomenon as the cap- 
italization of taxes, the reason why we 
have a premium on the market value of 
tax-exempt bonds, ig that the market 
discounts the tax that has to. be paid 
in future, Where we have a. stable 
Ancome tax; levied at°a normal rate, as 
our present 8 per cent. normal tax, it 
may be argued that the future pur; 
chaser, ‘with his eyes open, will make 
allowance for this '8 per cent.. But how 
about the high surtexes? The ‘pond 
may get into the hands of the man sub- 
ject to the 50 per cent. surtax; but 
it may also get into the hands iof the 
small investor subject only to the 8 per 
cent. normal tax. 

Would it be reasonable to say. the 
premium. will -amount to the capitaliza- 
tion ef the 50 per cent. rate? Under 
the condition at present, with the de- 
mand for tax-exempt bonds on the part 
of the small and modest investor as 
well, that position is assuredly unten- 
able. The exact’ amount of the capi- 
talization will depend upon the relative 
supply and the demand. Under actual 
conditions it is safe to say that probably 
only a little more than the normal tax 
is capitalized. Inasmuch as so little of 
the surtax is capitalized, the wealthy 
investor will pay a slight premium, but 
will-enjoy remission of taxation- on the 
total 50 per cent. of the income, 

If we combine these two arguments— 
on the one hand >the ‘scarcity-value 
argument, and on the other the gradu- 
ated—or progressive—tax argument, it 
will be seen’ that the wealthy ‘investor 
in tax-exempt securities pays very. lit- 
tle for the privilege, and that the ob- 
jections arising from the, inequality of 
taxation remain unaffected. 

The second criticism often, urged is that 
tax exemption is really beneficial, be- 
cause the benefit is-passed on fram the 
creditor to the. debtor or borrower. In 
ether, words, it is claimed that the tax- 
payers in State and local governments 
benefit because the State and lecal gov- 
ernments pay so much less jnterest on 
their bonds. - Whatever advantage is 
seemingly derived by the wealthy in- 
vestor really, so, it .is, alleged, accrues 
to. the ordinaty daxpayér. 

A Faliactons Argument. 

This widespread argument is fallacious 
for the same reason as that just ad- 
vanced above. ~- While the State “and 
tocal governments were able at one time 
to sell their bonds at a higher price 
because of exemption from State and 
local taxes, that advantage was. grad- 
ually dissipated, as the other State and 
loeal Gayernments did the same. Hivery 
bond broker will tell us that this special 
advantage to the State and local bonds 
gradually disappeared. The same is 
true at present. The State and local 
issues always enjoy certain advantages 
due to the security of the principal and 
te 6ther reasons. This advantage, méas- 
ured in terms of fnterest rates, has 
ranged in the past from %4 per cent. to 
1 per cént.

fallacious opinions, set forth above. But 
even if: the ‘contentions were true in 
fact, they would be indéfensible in prin- 
ciple. . If the State and local bonds were 
subject to tax in. the same way as other 
property, including Federal bonds, they 
would suffer no disadvantage,’ The 
States indeed have the right to demand 
that ‘the Federal Government impose no 
exclusive or differential burden on them. 
That was the\foundation of the decision 
of the Supreme Court, which said that 
the imposition of an, unequal tax on the 
States might. sybject them to.a disad- 
vantage, and, by impairing State. credit, 
attack their sovereignty,. To permit the 
nation to impose. a special, tax on the 
agencies “of State Government is one 
thing; to ask the nation to confer a 
special ‘privilege and advantage on the 
States quite another matter. 

If thé ‘Federal Government should 
decide after 1926 to tax its own bonds, 
is there any reason for according. a 
special privilege to the State and local 
Government, bonds? Is there anything 
sacrosanct about State and local credit 
as compared to Federal credit? The 
States may have the right to demand 
of the Federal Government that they be 
not subjected to disadvantage—they have 
no right to ask for a special privilege. 
Tax exemption in theory, at least, af- 
fords them a. special privilege. As @ 
matter of fact, as we have en, the 
advantage is much slighter than they 
think. 

Moreover, it must not be forgotten 
that, with the change now taking place 
in the State and local fiscal systems, 
even this slight adyantage will be far 
more than outweighed. Twelve States 
now have an income tax, and many 
othera.are discussing it. Where the State 
income taxes are unable to reach the 
holders.of Federal and other State bonds 
the States will’ stand to lose far’ more 
in the deficit of revenue than the little 
they gain by partial capitalization of the 
tax and by the slightly increased price at 
which they are able to market the se- 
curities, 


' With every year the situation in. the 


States will hecome more and more 
analogous to the situation in the Federal 
Government... Not only will they lose’ 
absolutely in_dollars and cents, but the 
growing ‘inequality between social 
classes, as between the rich and the 
moderately wealthy in town and county, 
will be continually accentuated. 


What we need is a _ constitutional 
amendment providing reciprocity as be- 
tween State and nation. The nation 
should have the right to subject State 
and local bogds ta the same ‘tax as it 
assesses on its own bonds; the State and 
leocaf Governments ‘should have the 
right ‘to subject .Federal. bonds to the 
samé burdens as they impose on their 
own bonds.

And when the people 
of the States come to understand the 
problem, they will, learn thatthe priv- 
ilege really amounts to very little, and 
that is, moreover, purchased at the cost 
ofa grievous inequality among social 
classes, In the long run thelr selfish- 
hess will not avail them: they will lose, 
rather. than ‘gain, by the continued ‘tax 
exeniption. 


Equality between State, and nation; 
equality between local and Federal 
bonds; equality between . economic 
classes; equality between earned and 
unearned income; equality between rich 
and poor—that is the equality which 
we desire to achieve. The problem of 
tax @xemption is the problem of fiscal

The -Otters became, known for their 
eeuiike behavior, and in the neighbor- 
hood their stren was soon recognized.

‘cleaned up’ the g bang 

“The boys were ak n high school,’ 
says the clergyman leader, “and were 
taking up school athletics, class organ- 
ization as officers, the school paper and 
the’ school orchestra... They were all 
working for the scholarship merit badge 
and could not attend troop .meetings. As 
a number of the Scouts in the troop were 
already veteran Scouts, I organized 
Troop 1 as Rovers. This troop was taken 
over by the American Legion and the 
Mayor of the city. 

By a very systematic arrangement 
the boys were able to keep track of the 
points in various. merit badge require- 
ments so that they were able to prepare 
themselves in a number of merit: badge 
subjects steadily as time went along, 
and could know at once when_they were 
ready to go up for any examination.

their time. They are all busy boys. 
Only one family has a servant at home. 
All eight have definitg chores to per- 
form. Seven must earn all their. own 
spending money. One buys not only his 
own shoés, but supplies shoes for his 
brother_and. sister from the money he 
earns. Their families searcely know one 
another. They attend different churches. 
Three of them are wireless ‘‘ nuts,”’ four 
play in the high school orchestra, four 
or five are active in either high school 
athletic games'or are acting as officers 
in the athletis association. During the 
Summer. five of them worked. Three 
went away on vacation trips. Those 
who earned money: secured work show- 
ing Low their Scout training had pre- 
pared them to «meet responsibility 
that many boys of thefr age would not 
be ready to assume. One boy worked as 
a, carpenter, shingling and repairing to- 
baceo sheds. Here the carpentry merit 
badge work proved of value. -Another 
wad a house meg he! Two more as- 
sumed - dutiés ‘the tobacco fields and 
carried on Tearket gardens. The fourth 
Was assistant foreman of a telephone 
compen’ s gang, setting poles and re- 
pairing wires. 

‘Their achievement,” continues the Rev. 
Robert K. Smith, the. clergyman who 
has developed this fine .spirited troop, 

has been their own ambition. Their 
accomplishment. is through their own ef- 
forts, and they haye cemented them- 
selves together. I have not organized 
them and set them to work. They have 
continually surprised me from in to 
time, concluding their merit badge re- 
quirements by themselves and then call- 
ing me the finished 
product. 

“The boys are now acting in their 
spare time as volunteer leaders and in- 
structors to any troop of Westfield in 
need of leadership or training.”

It is only right to say: that this form 
of test is not so frequent as it used 
to.be. But what sort of a _ ministry 
ean the “churches have if this is. the 
kind’ of test?. What becomes of the 
worth of strong character, spiritual ex- 
perience wrought out in stress of ro- 
mantic devotion and of great sacrifice, 
even though the theology be off culor? 
May it not be that this over-emphasis 
of the academic is responsible for the 
opinion of’ many people that’ ministers 
may be all right in their theology, but 
they have not’ the stuff of which strong 
men, leaders and martyrs’ are made? 

What are the opinions of the’ average 
person about the Chiurch and the min- 
istry? A few days ago I asked a young 
friend: to. get out of doors and find 
what men and women on the street 
think of ministers, and. he found. It is 
interesting to-know how the other half 
lives, even more interesting to know how 
the other half thinks. “Here is what 
they say about the Church: 

‘The ministers are clever at sliding 
through; they don’t believe what they 
say,’ says a tradesman’s wife.. ‘‘ They 
keep telling you What you mustn’t do; 
that you can’t do this and that—play 
cards, go to the theatre. They talk 
about charity and won’t give a man a 
cent or a job.. I had enough of them 
when.I was a girl.” 

‘‘Ministefs aren’t interesting,’ adds 
an automobile man. “* vere they 
tell me I know already. The ‘minister 
never comes into my shop to see me 
and I am glad of it."’

CHINA’S POLI TICAL PUZZLE

3 a city Canton shows few signs 
that it recently was the storm 
centre of a political intrigue and 
that a battle was fought almost 
in its outskirts. Dr. Sun Yat-sen 

has left the so-called President’s House 
and is now in Shanghai in close com- 
munication with Peking and General 
Wu Pei-fu.- Thus enmities and the 
wounds of conflict are healed overnight 
and political factions are no more—in 
China. To be sure the Cantonese are 
not quite so cordial toward their former 
President. Before he dropped down the 
river his little battle-gray gunboats: let 
fly a few salvos along the river front 
and the Bund, and merchants still point 
to the holes in their walls and think 
of the Government that was. 

But Canton is quiet and attending 
strictly to business in the approved Chi- 
nese stoical fashion. It is always ‘‘ busi- 
ness'as usual’ in’China, no matter how 
many provincial armies may. be march- 
ing or fighting, or what gaps cannon 
may have made in city walls and shops. 
There are a large number of soldiers 
in Canton. Every shrine, every public 
building, is crowded with them—their 
uniforms worn awry, or they may be 
lying at ease with no uniform except 
a breech clout. But their. rifles are 
at look strangely 
familiar. They were not made in China. 
And there are the wounded. One Amer- 
ican hospital has had no fewer than 
2,000. It was @ real battle with real 
casualties. i 

These’ .soldiers, wounded and whole, 
belong now to the present military Gov- 
ernor. The status of the gunboats is.a 
little anomalous. Three Ife at the mouth 
of the Pearl River. It was hinted that 
when President ‘Sun made his ‘escape 
they were intended to ‘intercept him. 
He got way, however, in a British gun- 
boat to Hongkong. Some of ‘the gun- 
boats still lie in the river off Canton. 
But no one knows to whom they belong. 
Perhaps even their commanders share 
the general ignorance and apathy. 

But Canton has been changed greatly 
—one would. hardly recognize it—during 
the Administration of the former Prest- 
dent of Sputh China. He and his group 
of American-trained young advisers 
had ambitious plans—among. others, of 
straightening the course of the Pearl 
River and reclaiming some.thousands of 
acres of rich rice land, As things are 
[now the Delta.is subject to frequent and 
expensive inundattions..

The power of the Chinese President is 
confined to Peking. The old Parliament 
has been called, but so far has been 
troubling itself chiefly over mere téch- 
nical matters of procedure and the legal- 
ity. of its sitting. General Wu has 
stepped aside from the réle of conaueror, 
disclaims all interest in politics, but 
criticises the President's appointments. 
Chang, the Manchurian Viceroy defeated 
by Wu, is back again at Mukden. He 
makes speeches to the British and Amer- 
icans ‘and reproaches the British . for 
discriminating against him when he has 
so Carefully protected Europeans tn 
Manchuria. 

_ Hach provincial. Tuchun, or Military 
Governor, is a little or a big wailord 
with his own army and his own laws:

The stock market registered a sharp 
advance during the first half of October, 
but during the closing weeks the move- 
ment was downward.

tions. The latter, while a factor in the 
advance, was also responsible for the 
reaction in prices. This was due to the 
declaration of a 400 per cent. stock divi- 
dend by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, accompanied by an an- 
nouncement that the aggregate cash div- 
idends would be unchanged. This empha- 
sized what little value there was in 
stock dividends in general, and the mar- 
ket consequently paid little attention to 
such announcements thereafter.
